As the grim -visaged Hughes put 
his 14-cylinder, 100-horsepower low- 
j winged m onoplane over the m eas- 
j tired, three-kilom eter course for the 
last flight, 
it suddenly poured 
a 
long streak of black smoke. 
Its mo­ 
tor sputtered, and the ship reeled off 
the course. 
In 
a few 
seconds 
the 
$120,000 
plane had disappeared from sight 
and an anxious crowd of w atchers 
thought it had crashed and carried 
Hughes to his death. 
Paul M antz, tech n ical adviser for 
Amelia E arh art, noted woman flier, 
flew down th e course to locate the 
plane. As he passed over it he saw 
Hughes step out, 
uninjured, 
and 
wave to him . 
Hughes said he tried to cut in 


his auxiliary gasoline tank.

motor failed to take the fresh sup­ 
ply and the plane landed at 90 m iles 
an hour on a soft, plowed field be­ 
fore Hughes was able to get the 
landing gear down. 
He kept the 
powerful cra ft from turning over. 
T h e propeller was bent, th e land­ 
ing gear damaged and there was 
sligh t dam age to cowling. 
Hughes 
expressed confidence, however, th a t 
he would not be delayed in an a t­ 
tem pt to break the w est-east tra n s­ 
continental flight record of IO hours, 
two m inutes held by Colonel Roscoe 
T urner. 
He said the flight would be 
made a t his convenience. 
T h e flights were made over the 
course surveyed for the late Dr. A l­ 
bert A. M ichelson's experim ents to 
m easure the speed of light.
